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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35U.S.C. 121 and 3 72 . 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 

so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

2. In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

I. Claims 1-5 drawn to a process for making an architectural classified in class 427, 

subclass various. 

II. Claims 6-10 drawn to an architectural membrane made by a process classified in 
class, 442 subclass 59+. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: An intemational application should relate to 
only one invention or, if there is more than one invention, the inclusion of those inventions in 
one intemational application is only permitted if all inventions are so linked as to form a single 
general inventive concept (PCT Rule 13.1). With respect to a group of inventions claimed in an 
intemational application, unity of invention exists only when there is a technical relationship 
among the claimed inventions involving one or more of the same or corresponding special 
technical features. The expression "special technical features" is defined in PCT Rule 13.2 as 
meaning those technical features that define a contribution which each of the inventions, 
considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. The determination is made on the contents of 
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the claims as interpreted in light of the description and drawings (if any). Whether or not any 
particular technical feature makes a "contribution" over the prior art, and therefore constitutes a 
"special technical feature," should be considered with respect to novelty and inventive step. For 
example, a document discovered in the international search shows that there is a presumption of 
lack of novelty or inventive step in a main claim, so that there may be no technical relationship 
left over the prior art among the claimed inventions involving one or more of the same or 
corresponding special technical features, leaving two or more dependent claims without a single 
general inventive concept. In the instant case, only the final product structure present in the 
product by process claims of Group II is only considered. As such, architectural membranes are 
known in the art (see US 20050215154 Al)
